Fur- 
thermore, the Vanguard's 425 
m.p.h. cruise speed has already 
given it Journey ‘!mes round 
Europe that are ans fast and 
faster than those for the jets, 
which, on shorter stages, do not 
have time to deploy their high- 
allitude top speeds.
